
The St. Matthews Fire Department was
recently awarded the Insurances Services
Office (ISO) highest rating – ISO Class 1.
The rating moved SMFD into an elite
group including only four other Metro
Louisville fire departments and a total of
97 fire departments in the United States
with an ISO Class 1 rating.
   To help establish appropriate fire
insurance premiums for residential and
commercial properties, insurance
companies need reliable, up-to-date
information about a community’s fire-
protection services. ISO, the national
insurance industry rating agency,
provides that information through its
Public Protection Classification (PPC™)
program.
   The 100 points needed to qualify for the
Class 1 rating were earned as a result of
the outstanding service of three
organizations. Half the
qualification points
were earned due to
the excellence of the
St. Matthews Fire
Protection District and
its well trained and
dedicated firefighters. Another 40 points
were earned because the Louisville Water
Company’s support in fire suppression is
world-class due to its enormous water
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A water main floods a
thoroughfare. A rash of
burglaries occurs. A wreck
stops traffic. Situations
which could adversely affect
your day may be avoided
with an instant
communication from the
City of St. Matthews putting
you on the alert to unusual
circumstances.
   The City is contracting with
Reach Alert, an instant
communication system, to
make its residents aware of
emergency situations or
unsafe conditions. Beginning
in August, the City will pay
for 4,500 households at .50
cent per household for two
years. In the third year and
thereafter, the City will pay
$1.00 for 4,500 households.
   Apartment residents and
businesses may also register
for Reach Alert notifications
at no charge. Likewise, if
someone has a loved one in
St. Matthews and would like
to be informed, that person
may also register.
   Each resident who
registers may choose any or
all of three notification

options – text, email, or
phone. There are also two
levels of notifications
residents may select. By
selecting the first level,
residents will only receive
emergency notifications.

Examples of emergency
notifications include a
broken water main, clean up
after a weather event, road
cleaning due to snow falls,
and interruption in garbage
collection due to weather
events. The Reach Alert
system also allows the City
to notify persons in specific
areas of St. Matthews in the
event that an incident does
not affect all residents.
   By selecting the second
level of notification,
residents will receive all
notifications including both
emergency notifications and
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City to provide timely info
through Reach Alert

Budget approved
A budget of $13,145,400 was
approved by the City of St.
Matthews for fiscal year 2015-
2016. Through good
stewardship and the creation
of a carefully planned budget,
the City is able to provide the
excellent services St. Matthews
residents enjoy. Some of those
services include leaf pick up,
pot hole repairs, and storm
debris cleanup by the Works
Department; public and school
safety, home watches, and
traffic patrol by the St.
Matthews Police Department;

beautification and
maintenance, emergency call
boxes, and baseball fields in
city parks; and  ready answers

to questions about
taxes, building codes,
schools, and many
other topics supplied
by the City’s capable
administration staff.

Tax rate set
The City also approved the
usage of the Jefferson County
Property Valuation
Administration’s tax
assessment as a basis for its Ad

Valorem tax at a rate of 20
cents on each $100 of PVA
assessed value. The tax is
payable in November or
December, but those who pay
before Oct. 31 will receive a
40% discount.
   Tax bills will be mailed Oct. 1.
Residents who do not receive
their bill at that time or who
have questions about their tax
bill should contact City Hall as
soon as possible at 895-9444.
   The City of St. Matthews  is
working for you, making our
community a great place to
live and work.

Did you know
that it’s
harmful to
trees when you
mound
mulch up against the trunks of
trees and shrubs? Those volcano-
shaped piles may look good to
some, but they can kill your trees.
Mounding mulch causes existing
surface roots to suffocate and
new roots to grow inward,
potentially strangling the tree. It
also softens the bark of some

trees, inviting insects to invade.
The constant trapped moisture
will eventually kill the tree.
   Instead of mounding, spread
the mulch about 3 to 4 inches
deep in a circle at least 3 feet in
diameter around young trees
and shrubs. Then brush away
mulch at the center of the circle
so that it is several inches from
the base of the tree. This will
allow the tree to stay healthy
while suppressing weeds and
retaining soil moisture.

Light up the night
Thieves like to do their deeds in
the dark. At night, turn your
porch and yard lights on,
especially in areas not easily
visible from the street side or
your neighbors. If the house will
be unoccupied for several
nights, leave some interior lights
on so that it appears that
someone is home. An
inexpensive timer switch, which
can be purchased at any
hardware store, is ideal for this
purpose. Also remember that
you can call the St. Matthews
Police Department and request a
house watch if you are away.
Just telephone SMPD at 893-
9000 to schedule.
   Do not leave valuables (iPads,
laptops, cell phones, etc.) in your
vehicle at night, even if it is
locked.

Ladies, take note
Purses should not be left
unattended in public places. It

only takes a second for someone
to pick up an unwatched purse
or to take something out of it.
There are professional thieves
who wander around parking lots
and retail stores looking for an
opportunity to steal cash or
credit cards. They can quickly
make purchases with your credit
cards for thousands of dollars
before you realize they are
missing.

Beware of scammers
Avoid becoming a victim to a
phone scam. If you receive a
phone call from a person saying
you owe money for whatever
reason and it must be paid or
something bad will happen, it is
probably a scam. If they claim to
represent a utility company and
you suspect that they do not, ask
for a name and an employee ID
number. Call the company using
the website or a phone book to
locate the number and ask to
speak to the billing or collections

department to confirm that the
person works there.
   Absolutely do not give your
credit, debit, or social security
number to anyone who calls
asking for it. If you suspect a
possible fraud attempt, call the
police and ask for advice on how
to handle it. Remember, if you
get a phone call and what the
caller is telling you sounds too
good to be true, it most likely is
a scam!
   Speaking of scams and rip-off
artists, this is the time of year for
“home improvement” con artists
to ply their trade. If a solicitor
offers to recoat your driveway,
clean your gutters, or do other
home improvements, check them
out to see if they are legitimate.
   Never pay itinerant workers
until the job is completed. If they
insist that you do, terminate the
agreement. Legitimate
businesses usually do not do
phone or door-to-door
solicitation.

New cruisers added

Five new fully marked police
cruisers increased the

28. SMPD also has nine
unmarked vehicles. The
cruisers are equipped with
new Mobile Data Terminals
(in-car computers), the latest
on-board cameras, radios,
and emergency equipment.

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Newly renovated field makes
Buddy-Ball possible
The recent overhaul of Weinberg
Field at Community Park will allow
children with physical and mental

challenges to play baseball or
softball. The Bambino Buddy-Ball
program provides children who
can’t use a traditional field the
opportunity to swing a bat, round
the bases, or catch a ball with the
help of a special buddy.
   Renovations to the field included
an artificial turf surface and
underlying base materials that
allow for the weight of wheelchairs
and the ability to easily move
walkers and other special needs
devices over the surface. The field
itself is smaller than a regulation
field, making it easier for younger
players to use. Also added to the

field were new bleachers, fences,
and dugouts.

New “call station” installed in
Brown Park
The second Blue Light Emergency
Call Tower in the city has been
installed at Brown Park. Standing
over 9 feet tall, this vandal-resistant
tower serves as a great deterrent to
crime. An always-lit LED Blue Light
mounted atop the emergency
phone tower provides high visibility
and gives passersby a sense of
security. Patrons can call
emergency personnel with a simple
push of a button. At the same time,
the LED Blue Light begins to flash,
attracting attention to the location.
The Emergency Phone faceplate is
illuminated at all times for clear
visibility during the night.
   The first tower was installed at
Community Park on Ten Pin Lane
during a park renovation project
several years ago. After an
evaluation period, the parks
committee may recommend to the
City Council that emergency towers
also be installed in Warwick Park
and Draut Park.

Community Park stream
restoration begins
Construction is planned to start this
month on the proposed
Community Park stream restoration
project. The project involves the
restoration of approximately 2,660

feet of degraded stream channel
through modification of stream
alignment, the regrading of existing
streambanks to stabilize bank
slopes, the establishment of riffles
(short sections of shallow water) for
vertical grade control and aquatic
habitat, and the construction of in-
stream structures to provide lateral
control, streambank protection,
and aquatic habitat.
   Once reaching final grades, the
constructed streambanks will be
seeded, mulched with clean straw,
and covered with an erosion
control mat. Later, in the
appropriate season, native trees
and shrubs will be planted within
the areas disturbed during stream
construction in order to provide
bank stabilization, shade the stream
channel, and provide a high quality
corridor where the stream meets
the bank.
   With a projected construction end
date of February 2016, visitors to
Community Park next spring and
summer will be able enjoy the
restoration improvements, which
include: stable stream channels
with proper hydrologic function;
increased biological integrity;
increased habitat quality for
aquatic, terrestrial, and avian fauna;
and increased aesthetic value.

Code Words
Solicitation ordinance
St. Matthews has a solicitation
ordinance which states that
persons may solicit between the
hours of 9 a.m. and 7 p.m.,
Monday through Saturday.
Solicitation is prohibited on Sunday
and on state or national holidays.
   All solicitors in Louisville Metro,
which includes the areas in the City
of St. Matthews, must have a
peddler’s license. Make it a habit
to ask solicitors to see their IDs
when they knock on your door. If
they do not have this permit, or it
is invalid, report them at once to
the SMPD at 893-9000.

Proper fencing
While each neighborhood in St.
Matthews has different setback
requirements for buildings that
affect fence locations, some
general guidelines may be
helpful in understanding the
rules for fencing. Any fence
between the line of your house
and a street cannot be taller
than four feet, including posts
or ornaments. This includes
both streets on corner lots.
   In addition, for the first 25 feet
along each street from the
property street corner, no fence
may be taller than two feet. In

any remaining areas, a fence
may be up to seven feet tall.
   You may only place a fence on
your property, and you will want
to ensure that there is not a
deed restriction on your lot that
further limits fencing. The City
does not have access to these
details, which can be uncovered
through a title search or through
your realtor.

   The award, which is an indication of the great service
SMFD provides St. Matthews residents, may also provide a
bonus for industrial and commercial businesses. Beginning
Sept. 1, it is possible that these businesses may be eligible
for rate reductions on their insurance policies due to this
change in rating from ISO Class 2 to ISO Class 1.
   “The St. Matthews Fire District has worked very hard to
attain this first class rating from the Insurance Services
Office and our staff is honored by this acknowledgment,”
said Fire Chief William Seng. “As the fifth ISO Class 1
district in Metro Louisville, and one of very few in the
entire country, the St. Matthews Fire District along with its
accreditation has reached an elite level that many fire
departments strive to reach. Our firefighters and
neighboring fire districts deserve a huge amount of
recognition for making this rating possible, and I thank
them for their hard work and commitment to providing
our residents with a great service.”

In 2014, 31
children died from heatstroke in
the U.S. after being left in a
parked car.

overflow ditch in the Trinity Hills
area.
   Future improvements in Brown
Park include constructing a
signature wall in front of the sign
at the park’s northeast corner
and leveling the brick pavers
surrounding the pavilion.

Easement maintenance
The City would like to emphasize
that property owners are
required to maintain all
easements. Although many rear
fences follow the easement line
at the top of the ditch, property

owners are responsible for
mowing the grass to the bottom
of the ditch, as this area is part
of their lot. Illegal dumping of
grass clippings, leaves, brush,
and tree limbs are in violation of
the Clean Water Act, a citable
offence.

To comply
with Federal
Highway
Administr-
ation
standards

and improve safety for the
residents of St. Matthews, the City
is increasing the visibility of its
traffic signs. The sign maintenance
program will address
retroreflectivity and the general
condition of signs, including size,
color, letter style, and height.
   Retroreflectivity is a term used
to describe how light is reflected
off a surface and returns to its
original source. Traffic sign

materials now use technology
with small glass beads or
prismatic reflectors that allow
light from vehicles to be reflected
back to the car, making the sign
appear brighter and more visible
to the driver.
   Besides incorporating more
retrofeflective material, stop signs
will be larger and taller. All stop
signs and poles will be replaced
with a 12-foot black decorative
pole and a 30-inch stop sign
located seven feet from the
ground. All street name signs will
be replaced with a 15-foot
decorative pole and a green street
name sign of the appropriate size.

   The City will implement the sign
program in phases over the next
four to five years. Macon, from
Hillsboro to Grandview, will be the
pilot area.
